Whereas, it now appears advisable to make certain changes in the location lines 
of said State highways: 

Now, therefore, acting under the provisions of Chapter 81 of the General Laws, 
as appearing in the Tercentenary Edition thereof, and acts in amendment thereof and 
in addition thereto, the Department of Public Works adjudges that public necessity 
and convenience require that the Commonwealth should alter the location of said State 
highway and should lay out and take charge of said State highway as altered, with 
limited access provisions, as hereinafter described.
